Claims 1-10 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest in 
claimed combination, "....determining a checksum of the resource; comparing the 
checksum of the resource to other checksums of resources locally stored on the printing 
device; and determining that the resource is locally stored on the printing device if 
another checksum matches the checksum of the resource."
